1 . Regarding the double patenting rejection as in the previous action, it is now withdraw 
base on the 35 U.S.C. 121 Divisional Application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 12, the reference of McBurney (U.S. Patent No. 5448773) 
teaches A GPS receiver must receive almanac signals from these satellites every twelve hours to 
compute the satellite positions with moderate accuracy. A more accurate satellite position 
calculation must also be performed by receiving ephemeris data from the satellites every hour. 
The collection of almanac data takes about twelve minutes and the collection of ephemeris takes 
about thirty seconds. A GPS receiver is not totally "idle" even between the signal reckoning 
times. Continuous status checking of satellites and the data receiving channels must 
also be performed. Depending on the results of the status checking, a GPS receiver then 
determines a schedule to sequentially activate each signal receiving channel. Therefore, the 
method of maintaining an idle state and passively waiting before the arrival of a signal to save 
battery power as disclosed in the U.S. patents for the general digital signal receiving systems 
are not useful for reducing the power consumption in a GPS receiver (see col. 1, lines 64-col. 2, 
line 14). However, McBurney and the prior art of record fail to disclose a satellite signal 
receiver comprising: a satellite signal reception unit for intermittently calculating a current 
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position of the satellite signal receiver at adjustable intermittent intervals by using an electric 
wave from a satellite; a timer for clocking an elapsed time every time when the current position 
of the satellite signal receiver is calculated and power-on/off controlling means for 
intermittently controlling an on/off state of power supplied to the satellite signal reception unit 
on the basis of information including the elapsed time clocked by the timer every time when the 
current position of the satellite signal receiver is calculated as cited in claim 12.
